No creme de menthe at the 
close of a good dinner at your hotel, 
even though you be seated in the “main 
dining-room."" No dry martini or 
Scotch peg at your club. No sherry- 
and-egg at your aparjments—uniess 
you mix it yourself. See section 4 of 
the “no-saloon” ordinance. That's what 
it says. Nothing but “malt or vinous” 
beverages. with bona fide meals; and 
even so, the beer, ale or wine must be 
absorbed in the ‘‘main dining-room.” 

It is an ordinance worth reading—be- 
fore voting.

Sections 3, 4 
and 5 make certain exceptions, as in a 
moment will here be shown, and sec- 
tions 6, 7 and 8 turn around and rescind, 
renounce and repudiate these excep- 
tions! What, then, is left? ‘sm 

Doubtless, in attempting to answer 
thie exposé, the friends of prohibition 
will declare that they “did not mean 
the ordinance to be so drastic as all 
that.” But that is the way the ordi- 
nance is drawn, and it must be either 
adopted as it stands or rejected as ‘t 
stands, at the polls on the 2nd of 


June. 

PRIVILEGE SECTIONS. 
As stated, the privilege sections are 
Nos. 3,.4 and 5. They ostensibly pro- 
vide the following summarized excep- 


tions: 

Section 3 allegedly allows the serving 
of intoxicants in the home, without 
price. 

Section 4 allegedly alléws the serving 
of malt and vinous beverages (no 
liquors) in the main dining-room of 
a bona-fide restaurant, hotel or club, 
with. bona-fide meals; provided that 


place fully equipped with modern ap- 
pliances for cooking. and preparing 
warm meals, and must be a place 
where bona-fide hot meals are served 
at least three’times a day and six days 
in the week to the general public’’—an 


public. 
Section 5 allegedly exempts drug- 
store sales under physicians’ prescrip- 
ticns, and allegedly permits the sale of 
one-fifth-of-a-galion quantities by 
wholesale houses. 

So far so good. But now comes the 
repudiatory section 6, followed by the 


punishments, sections ¢ and 8. Observe 


carefully. 

THE HIDDEN STRING. 

' “Sec. 6 Nothing in this ordinance 
shall be construed as giving to any 
person, firm, corporation or association 
the right to sell, serve or give away, or 
distribute any spiritous, vinous, mait 
or mixed liquors, or any alcoholic 
drinks. in the city of Los Angeles. Nor

- “Section & Any person who, either 
as principal, employer, agent, clerk, 
Servant or employé, or otherwise, vio- 
lates ANY OF THE PROVISIONS of 
this ordifatice, shall be deemed guilty’ 
of a misd@meanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than $500, or by imprison- 
ment in the City Jail of said oity for 
a pvriod not exceeding six months, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment.’ 

And, finally: 

“Sec. 9. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances of the city of Los An- 
geles in conflict with this ordinance 
are hereby repealed.” 

As “this ordinance” prohibits liquor 
from the city absolutely and in toto, 
the ordinance under which the whole- 
sale liquor houses exist are in conflict 


with it, and are “hereby pealed. * 
Hence, adios to the wholesaler! 
How many people—take them 


straight down the list of “Doctor, law- 
yer, merchant, chief; rich man, poor 
man,’ beggar-man, thief’’—would set 
themselves to obey this ordinance, if :t 
became a law? 

WHAT IT WOULD MEAN. 

But supposing the ordinance were not 
strictly; but only loosely, 
Even so, here are a few of the awkward 
situations that will daily arise if this 
measure is adopted June 2. 

The Credit Men’s Association, or the 
Sunset. Club, or any one of a dozen 
other representative bodies of citizens, 
| decides to give a banquet, say at Levy's 
or the Angelus or the some other down- 
town rendezvous. Either Levy (or 
whoso the host be) must turn people 
out and make space for the banquet- 
ers in the “main dining-room,”’ or no 
intoxicating beverages can be served. 
The “no-saloon” ordinance says so. 
Even then, the banqueters cannot have 
a cocktall with their oysters, for a 
cochtail contains liquors, and the ‘‘No- 
saloon” ordinance says only ‘‘malt or 
vir.ous” beverages may be served. 

A dear friend of yours, or a man to 
whom you desire to show California 
hospitality, t® in town, and you make 
up a little party for the theater, with 
a quiet supper at your club—the Cali- 
fornia or the Jonathan—afterward. 
Manifestly your table is not laid In the 
“main dining-room,” but in one of the 
cory supper rooms that go with every 
wel'-fixtured club. Seated around the 
joliv little board with your friends, vou 
order something to drink. Nothing do- 
ing The “no-saloon” eordinanyve pro- 
hibite it.

ABOUT INNES. 

It was Innes as a director in which 
the majority of people were interested; 
they wanted to see how this celebrated 
bandmaster did it. 

We have had all sorts of pyrotechnics 


Now, that doesn’t mean that Innes is 
not temperamentally responsive to the 
changing shades of his tone-pictures— 
the pictures that he draws on the in- 
struments of his band with a tiny white 
baton. 

It does mean that he is not hysteri- 
cal. He chooses the happy medium be- 
tween abandoned fury and affected in- 
dolence—the indolence of Sousa, for ex- 
ample. 

Like almost every other director 
whose talents have gained him wide 
celebrity, Innes is remarkable for his 
musical memory. Long overtures, op- 
eratic excerpts and symphonic compo. 
sitions were led by him last night with- 


out a single note of music on the desk, | 


and when the music-lover considers 
the multiple meaning of this statement. 
—the polyphonic melodies of wood-wind 
and brass and tympani—cilarinets, 
ftutes, piccolos, oboes, cornets, trumpets, 
horns, trombones. basses and drums— 
he gets some idea of the prodigious 
memory that must be the possession of 
this Scotch-Irish music master. In re- 
membrance he hag only been rivaled 


—_ by the little Italian genius, Fe- 
rullo. 
Innes directs peacefully, calmly— 


forcefully always. When he directs an 
accompaniment it is in a manner all 
his own. gs Archambault’s aria, 
he tsood upon the director's desk: 
leading Kryl'’s cornet fantasia, he 
stood at one side, facing the 
audience, leading and resting auter- 
nately; when Mrs. Partridge sang, he 
sat in his chair a great part of the 
time, and the accompanists followed the 
singer alone—and successfully. 
THE BAND. 

The band numbers about fifty men, 
and in composition and disposition is 
different from any other military band 
now before the public. 

The tonal effects indeed, as Innes 
promised us, more nearly résemblie 
those of a symphony orchestra than 
any band melody ever heard in Los 
Argeles. This is doubtless due to the 
predominance of reed  instrumenta,

At all events,,a dispatch informs 
us that Alderman Jonathan Ruxton 
has been threatened with death if he 
persists in advocating the proposed 
ordinance; from which it is to be per- 
ceived that the striking landlords are 
beginning to adopt the usual strike 
methods.

They will probably keep their 
word, though the proposed ordinance, 
if enacted, will be of doubtful validity. 
Reprehensible as it seems, and doubt- 
less is, for landlords to discriminate 
against the little ones, the law will 
undoubtedly protect them in the right 
to rent their premises to whom they 
will, and upon such terms as can 
be agreed upoh.between the contract- 
ing parties. 


HE EARTHQUAKE IN INDIA. . 
The official estimate of 13,009 lives 
lost in the recent earthquake in India 
places that disaster as one of the most 
iamentable on record. But apart from 
the loss of life, a most remarkable 
feature of the disturbance was the 
vastness of the area affected. The 
1egion within which serious damage 
to buildings occurred was about 520 
miles in-length by ‘560 miles in 
breadth—a total area of 187,200 square 
miles, which is considerably greater 
thar the area of California, and almost 
three times the area of all the New 
England States combined. As_ the 
strength of an earthyuake ts shown by 
the extent of the area disturbed, the 
tremendous nature of the upheaval 
may be estimated. Tne seat of dis- 
turbance was in the Himalayan Moun- 
tains, almost exactly in the central 
exis of the peninsula, and while the 
hills in literal truth leapt, every stone 
building in certain towns was shat- 
| tered by the repeated shocks. 
Moreover, the uplift was distinctly 
felt both in Bombay and in Calcutta. 
each city a thousand miles away, so 
that no earthquake recorded, not even 
that of Lisbon, im 1755, has exceeded 
this one as a manifestation of nature's 
mighty pent-up forces. Notable, too, 
is the fact that all over the world the 
delicate seismographic instruments in- 
stalled in observatories afforded per- 
fect records of what was happening in 
India. At Birmingham, Eng., tremors 
and long-period undulations were 
marked by means of a horizontal pen- 
dulum. The tremors were transmitted 
directly through the earth, and then 
the waves came in two series, around 
the surface, first by the shortest di- 
rect route, and next, at an interval of 
two hours, by way of the antipodes, 
showing that the movement made the 
complete circuit of the globe in three 
and a quarter hours. | 
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Lesson for Women. 

It is one of the strangest features of 
modern society that women of «mall 
means are nearly always at the mercy 
of some male adviser éa-financial af- 
fairs. He may be a relative, a guardian 
or some trusted friend “Of the family. 
He may or may not be more capable 
of wise investments than the woman 
herself. When a woman takes her little 
hoard of wealth to a banker or a 
broker for investment she is nearly al- 
ways intluenced by a blind faith in that 
individual's honesty. In nine cases out 
of ten she trusts to his judgment in- 
stead of her own and accepts whatever 
securities are given her. This is not a 
criticism of the average woman's busi- 
ness acumen, but merely a statement 
of fact. Women have been trained to 
believe that they need the aid of skilled 
financiers in conserving their property.

The Uses of Electro-Magnets. 

Experts in many flelds of industry 
know the value of electro-magnets 
buc the general public has little con- 
ception of their extensive employmen: 
and immeénse utility. Worked in con- 
nectian with cranes and other types of 
conveyors, electro-magnets are now 
in use that will, by mere contact, pick 
up a weight of from ten to twelve tons. 
The simple closing or opening of « 
switch enables the material being 
handled to be held or released. In 
large steel and iron plants, where %°- 
cumulated defective castings have to 
be broken up into pleces conveniently 
small for the remelting pot, a power- 
ful magnet is employed to Taise to a 
height a huge steel ball weighing seve- 
rai tons, and drop it on such material 
with crashing effect. Also in foun- 
dries magnets are used to recover m-- 
tailic substances from waste scrap, this 
method of sorting iron and steel chips 
from brass, copper, rubber, and simi- 
lar oddments being the most expediti- 
ous and therefore the cheapest. 

In Mining Plants and Flour Millis. 

In the mining industry electro-max- 
nets perform the function of concen- 
trators, selecting the metallic ores and 
rejecting the worthless gangue mater- 
ial In which they are embedded. in 
flour and rice mills, where the entrance 
into the machinery of a fragment cf 
iron or other substance 
might cause a spark and so ignite the 
highly inflammable flour dust, thereby 
causing an-explosion that would wreck 
the entire plant, magnets are regulariy 
employed to match and arrest all such 
dangerous fragments. In effect they 
thus also assist In the work of clean- 
ing the grain from extraneous ma- 
teriak. 
Remarkable Surgical Operations. 

It is in surgery, however, that the 
most remarkable developments in the 
use of electro-magnet: are being made. 
By combining the use of the X-ray 
machine, metallic substances may be 
exactly localized, and then withdrawn 
from the body without using the knife. 
By the pull of specially contrived mag- 
nets a nail has thus been drawn 
through two inches of flesh, and metal 
stbsetances have been readily r@émoved 
by way of the gullet or the windpive 
from the throat, the stomach, and the 
lungs. Still simpler is the operation of 
removing from the eye tiny metallic 
fragments, so frequently the cause of 
painful accidents in machine shops. 
The Drain on Lumber Supplies. 

When it is remembered that 400,000,- 
00) ties are required for the railroad 
mileage of the Uhited States, that the 
average life of a tie is only seven 
years, and that therefore some 6/,000,- 
000 tiles have to provided annually 
for mere renewals not to nention new 
mileage, the danger of a lumber famine 
in this country is brought forcibly to 
mind. And th» railroad consumption 
of lumber is only a fraction of the 
total consumption, for lumber enters 
directly or Indirectly into every indus- 
try throughout the land. Secretary 
Wilson of the Department of Agricul- 
ture has put the case forcibly. “If the 
present drain upon our timber re- 
sources is not checked the lumber in- 
dustry will go the way of the buffalo.” 
President Roosevelt is equally emphat- 
ic on the point. “If the present rate of 
forest destruction ts allowed to con- 
tinue with nothing to offset it, a tim- 
her famine tn the future is inevitable.”’ 


Remedial Measures. 3 

Wise action taken In time ts the oniy 
means to avert this national disaste-. 
In our own State as In several others, 
not only are forest reserves set aside, 
but. effective measures are now em- 
ployed to prevent or limit the destru.- 
tiveness of forest fires. Wasteful forms 
of lumbering have also to be sup- 
pressed. Side by side with these econ- 
omies in using the avaltlable suppliea, 
reforestation has to be carried on in 
therough and scientific fashion. This 
work is at last being energetically 
taken in hand by the government, 
working through the Bureau of Fores- 
try and its corps of forest experts. 
Furthermore the campaign of educs- 
tion undertaken by the bureau is doing 
much to spread knowledge on a subject 
that was formerly treated with pro- 
found public unconcern. 

Wood Preserved by Sugar. 

There remains one other avenue, and 
this a most important one, for priva‘e 
enterprise. Every process that adds 
to the life of timber applied to e¢on- 
struction uses has the ultimate ad- 
vantage of economizing the supply. 
From time to time processes are being 
drawn attention to that are claimed t» 
resist the natural decay of wood ai- 
most indefinitely. These generally pro- 
ceed on the plan of wiiSdrawing the 


‘natural sap from the wood, an@ re- 


plecing it with other substances. Av- 


cording to a recent consular re- 
port from France sugar i: one of the 
most—efficacious agents employed for 
this end. 

Government Primer on Forestry. 

In this connection attention may he 
drawn to a publication issued by the 
government entitled “A Primer of For- 
estry,” by Gifford Pinchot, chief of the 
Forestry Bureau. Part I was issued 
feveral years ago, but Part II is now 
available, anc completes a manual that 
ffieuld be in the hands of everyone in- 
terested in the subject of forest pre- 
servation. The new volume deals with 
“Practical. Forestry,” which is defined 
as: making “the forest render its best 
service to man in such a way as to in- 
crease rather than to diminish its use- 
fulness in the future.” In other words 
‘the treatise tells us about both the 
legitimate use arid the preservation of 
the forest. 

Scope of the Volume. 

There are four chapters in the book, 
lilustrated by eighteen plates and 
forty-seven test ficures. The first chap- 
ter deals with the four requisites cf 
profitable forest man: cement—protec- 
tion, strong and abundant reprodu:- 
tion, regular supply of ripe trees, and 
growing space for each tree; also dis- 
cusses the yield of a forest, and the 
different systems of cutting. The sec- 
ona chapter contrasts proper lumber- 
ing with wasteful lumbering, and gives 
information and suggestions from the 
time the tree is found standing in the 
forest until it passes through some dis- 
tant mill. The third chapter discusses 
the influences exercised by forests on 
climate, and the fourth is a sketch of the 
history of forestry abroad and at home. 
The first, and previously published, 
section of this book, it may be men- 
tioned, dealt with the life of a single 
tree, with trees as they exist in a for- 
est, with the life of a forest, and with 
the enemies of the forest. From this 
brief synopsis «. the contents it will be 
recognized what a splendid work of 
public utility is the complete publica- 
tion. 
A Reassuring Announcement. 

In announcing the work, the bureau 
makes a statement that may not. he 
flattering to our national amour propre 
bu! is at all events reassuring. ‘Ihe 
showing of the United States,” it says, 
“in this fleld is behind that of every 
other civilized nation. Still initial! 
steps of high promise have recently 
been taken, and there can be no ques- 
tion but that the development of a 
truly American system of forest man- 
agement, adjusted to our own condi- 
tions, is now fairly under way.”

OF ACTION. 


With the sudden 
weather, the usual summer com. 
plaint is heard .of a _é water 
shortage on some streets, of the 
inadequacy of the system and 
of a possibility of the city going dry 
even if the saloons remain open. Su- 
perintendent William Mulholland of the 
water department comes up smiling, 
however, with the report that there is 
an abundance of water for all ‘tegiti- 
mate demands and with the explana- 
tion that most of the complaints are 
due to the non-arrival in Los Angeles 
of a large quantity of iron pipe to be 
used in the extension of the mains. 

“It is unnecessary for the people to 
make complaint,” said Mr. Mulholland 
yesterday. “The water department un- 
derstands the situation perfectly, prob- 
ably better than do the people, and is 
doing its utmost to meet the heavy de- 
‘monds that are made upon it. 

“In anticipation of the needs of the 
city, the commissioners let contracts 
last November for a large quantity of 
cast iron and riveted steel pipe, all of 
which was to be delivered by March 
15. Had it been delivered tn contract 
time, every bit of it would have been 
in the ground by this time and every 
demand would have been met. 

“There have been delays, however, in 
the manufacture and transportation of 
this pipe. Right now there are be- 
tween forty and fifty carloads of it 
east of Albuquerque, having been de- 


coming of. hot 


layed by washouts and other accidents 


on the railroads. We are keeping the 
wires hot in an effort to get this ma- 
terial through. 

“In some instances. the mills have 
not the steel on hand with which to 
manufacture the pipe, but the bulk of 
the order is well under way; enough to 
give assurance that we shall have to 
wait but little longer for relief. 

“Few persons comprehend the difi- 
culty of keeping up with the demand 
for water in a city that has nearly 
acubled its population in four years 
and is still growing. And then, to ex- 
pect this great extension of the system 
to be made from the revenue, is another 
big thing. Yet it is being done, and at 
the same time the revenue is paving 
the interest and the sinking fund. 

“Seventy miles of iron pipe were laid 


in the last year, not counting a vast 


| size. Gangs of m 


| um of tem mains of small 
and day and Sundays recently to get 
Pthe system in readiness for the hot sea~- 
son, and if it had not been for the fa'l- 
ure of this pipe to arrive on contract 
time, there would have been no cause 
for complaint. 

“As to the water sunply, Los Ange- 
les is in excellent condition, although It 
must not be inferred from this that 
there is any water to spare in waste. 
Users of water always should. under- 
stand that it is a precious thing and 
that its use should be conserved. The 
use of meters has proved an excellent 
thing for regulating the consumption. 

“We are ready now to place a large 
additional quantity of water at the dis- 
posal of the people from the new pump- 
ing plant at Compton and Slauson ave- 
nves. From this plant we expect to sup- 
ply an additional 5,000,000 gallons per 
day from wells. We cannot turn a 
wheel at that plant just now, though, 
for the waht of one mile of pipe. As 
soon as this pipe is in we shall be 
able to meet the — in the south- 
eastern part of the city. 

“In addition to th: extra 5,000,000 
gallons daily from this new plant, we 
have available dnother 5,000,000 gallons 
at Los Feliz plant in Griffith Park 
and 2,000,000 gallons more from the fil- 
tration gallery across the Los Angeles 
River, just above its confluence with 
the Arroyo Seco. 

“This makes a of 
lons daily in excess wha 7 - 
able last year, It should be understood, 
howeyer, that while the development at 
the narrows and at Los Feliz Point 
undoubtedly is permanent, that at 
Compton avenue, being from wells, 1s 
likely to last not more than three or 
four years. 

“The total consumption of water in 
Ler Afigeles is about 26,000,000 or 27,- 
000,000~gallons daily, but - will reach 
35,000,000 galions in hot weather. On 
one day last summer 39,000,000 gallons 
were used, while the average for the 
srmmer was 34,000,000 gallons daily. 
This is about as muc> water as is used 
in the cities of San Francisco and Oak- 
land, combined. 

“In connection with this comparison 
it should not be amiss to call attention 
to the fact that, while water in Leos An- 
geles is delivered te consumers at 10 
cents per 1009 gallons, the people of 
San Francisco pay 30 cents per thous- 
and and the rate in Oakland is 32 
cents.”

EPISCOPAL SUNDAY-SCHOOLS IN 
INSTITUTE. 


Ladies’ Auxiliary Will Meet To- 
day and the General Convention of 
the Diocese Tomorrow — Strenu- 
ous Day for Arriving Delegates to 
Cumberland Presbyterian Assembly. 


The annual Sunday-schoo! institute of 
the Episcopal diocese of Los Angeles 
was held in St. Paul's Pro-Cathedral 
yesterday, Bishop Johnson presiding.

“1 do not want to be pessimistic,’’ he 
said in the course of his remarks, ‘‘but 
I do regret that this hall is not crowded 
to hear the story our general mission- 
ary has told. It ought to be crowded 
with teachers and iarger scholars of 
the schools, who should be interested in 
this work.” 

Beside the address of Mr. McConnell, 
another on the same topic was made 
by Rev. Thomas C. Marshal! of the 
Church of Our Savior, this city, and a 
paper was read by J. H. Pearman of 
Pasadena. 

George W. Parsons, superintendent of 
the Sunday-school of Christ Church, 


this city, made a stirring speech, call- 


ing for sunshine and good cheer in the 
school, and thought Christ Church has 
it just about right. He also referred to 
the work as he had seen it in Arizona 
and Alaska, and concluded that all 
sorts of men are very susceptible to 
good if they. believe in the sincerity of 
the one who would teach them. 

A clerical brother thought that one 
trouble with the Sunday-school work is 
that it costs too much in effort, money 
and time. 

“We want to teach more by example 
instead of by precept; we want to live 
what we teach, and there is another 
good thing that I have not yet heard 
mentioned in this convention—it's a 
good idea to pray.” 

At the forenoon session reports were 
read from the various perishes repre- 
sented, and in the afternoon there was 
a discussion of the topic: ‘“Sunday- 
school Pedagogy.”

ONE CATCH OF CACHED LIQUOR 
NEAR LOS ALAMITOS. 


Alleged Booze Vender of Hunting- 
ton Beach Gets Sixty-Day Sen- 
tence—Beet Lands Flooded by 
Overflow of New River Have Been 
Reseeded—Haying in Full Swing. 


LOS ALAMITOS. May 15.—Deep- 
watet diving for submerged lMaquors 
has caused one of the latest sensa- 
tions of this community. - A drun‘cen 
negro, George Coleman. from Hunting- 
ton Beach, wandered into Constable 
Powells yard Friday afternoon drunk 
and disorderly. Although vigorously 
resisting arrest he was deposited in 
the calaboose. and as he was wet to 
the skin from 4 dip in the creek. he 
was thoroughly “cooled” by morning. 

Wher he came into court he told a 
Story Of assault with a billy and of 
being thrown into the creek by R. P. 
Fixley. While telephoning to Huntine- 
ton Beach in Coleman's behalf. a 
stranger in the store volunteered the 
information that the negro was his 
property. that he brought him from 
the South and that he owed him $700 
or $800. He further gaid he had to 
beat him once in a while to keep him 
Straight. 

As the tale of abuse was confirmed 
by the negro’s testimony, Fixiey was 
taken into custody and between Cole- 
man’s accusations and his own admis- 
a case was @¢asily established 
meriting a sixty-day penalty,: under 
which Fixley was duly deposited in 
jail in the evening. His sanity being 
questioned. Justice Philbrick re- 
queste1 District Attorney Head to 
have him @xamined before a lunacy 
commission. 

He has made Huntington Beach his 
place of abode for the last few months. 
ostensibly a barber and insurance 
agent. but principally a booze-vender 
according to Justice Ord of Bay City, 
where he is said to have heen dis- 
pensing beer, wine and whisky. 

The negro testified that Fixley had 
“cached” in Covote Creek near here, 
forty-two bottles of beer, two gallons 
of wine and two quarts of whisky. 

This he offered to prove. which he 
did by diving twelve feet into the tur- 
bid stream and bringing to the surface 
#ight bottles of beer at four dives.

Some Original Experiences of en 
Observing Woman in 
Florida. 


[New York Tribune:] There {ts a cer- 
tain widow in New York, who is es- 
pecially popular among her friends for 
her ability to tell original stories. She 
travels a great deal, always picking 
out @ part of the country which she 
has never visited before, and she gets 
her new stories from th®-natives. She 
spent most of this winter in the South, 
and the greatest part of the time at 
the Florida resorts. On her return her 
friends crowded her first Sunday night 
at home. sure they would hear a new 
line of southern stories, nor were they 
disappointed. | 

“You know I'm always curions about 
3 working people at the places I 
visit,” 
Beach the work is done by negroes. One 
of the diversions there is riding in 
wheel chairs which are propelled, bicy- 
cle fashion, by lusty negroes. 

“ “Are you married?’ I asked one of 

my onairmen one morning. 
*No, miss; ain't married no more.’

Extraordinary Scene Witnessed in the 
Texas House of Repre- 
sentatives. 


[Dallas News:] The unusual sight of | 
amature and sedate member of the 
Legislature standing on the floor of the 
House in the midst of its proceedings 
holding aloft a 15-cent alarm clock dec- 
orated with blue ribbons. while the 
alarming department of machinery was 
in « state of eruption, was witnessed 
this afternoon, and the sight precipi- 
tated convulsions and confusion on the 
part of the membership, while the 
pages shrieked wildly and turned som- 
ersaults in the aisies.

Mr. Blount had upon several ofca- 
sions complained of the “wind jam- 
ming” in the House, and specifically of 
the fact that speeches of ten minutes 
extended beyond that time limit. This 
afternoon he showed up in the House 
with a brand-new clock. He informed 
tho¢e who questioned him about it that 
he intended to set the ¢lock as each 
member rose to speak so that it would 
cali time on him when the limit under 
the rules had been reached. There were 
several speeches during the first hour 
and a half of the session, but it 
chanced that Curtis Hancock of Dallas 
was the victim of Mr. Blount’s system. 
The Bianton pure-food bill was under 
Aiscussion. r. Hancock had offered 
an amendment to protect the retail gro- 
cers and was speaking to it. He was 
frequently interrupted with questions, 
anc there was frightful disorder, 80 
much that the speaker (Mr. Hudspeth 
in the chair) ordered the sergeant-at- 
arms to clear the lobby. Just at this 
juncture, and as Mr. Hancock was 
reaching the quitting point, a strong 
“ting-a-ling” rang out above the din. 
Mr. Blount arose and held the time- 
keeper aloft in full view of the how!l- 
ing assembly.

FIREARM TRAGEDY DONE AT THE

Victim is Said to Have Sprung from 
a Distinguished Maryland Family.

A TRIPLE SOMERSAULT. 


One Circus Tumbler Accomplished it 
Without Breaking His : 
Neck. 


{Corning (N. Y.) Journal:}] The first 
man to attempt to turn a triple somer- 
Sault was a performer in Van Am- 
burgh’s circus in Mobile, Ala., in 1842. 
He broke his neck. William J. Hobbes 
made the attempt at Astiey’s Amphi- 
theater, London, during the season of 
1346-6. He was instantly killed. The 
mext one was John Amar. He had 
been successfully turning a double and 
was the original in accomplishing it 
over four horses. He tried a triple 
at the Isle of t, Eng., in 1869, 
turned twice, landed on his forehead 
and broke his neck. Sam Reinhardt, 
while traveling with Cooper & Bailey's 
circus, dissa with the 
double somersault feat and was 
anxious to do a triple. He did it at 
Toledo, O., in 1870, making a high leap, 
turned twice and a half, alighted on 
the broad of his back, and wag disabled 
for some time. Billy Dutton accom- 
pighed the feat at Elkhart, Ind., sum- 
mer of 1860, but he never made another 
attempt. Bob Stickney did. it while 
practicing at a gymnasium on Four- 
teenth street, and not, as Walter Main 
states, at the Hippotheatron. Stickney 
alighted in a blanket, but he never suc- 
cessfully did it by alighting on his feet. 
Frank Starks undertook the feat at In- 
dianapolis, Ind., June, 1879. He alight- 
ed on his head, disiocating his neck, 
and died in a few hours. 

The only person, living or dead, -who 
accomplished the feat successfully more 
than once was John Worland, living at 
the present day at Corning, N. Y. This 
gentieman threw a triple somersault 
six times from a trampoline board. The 
first time he attempted it was at St. 
Louis, in September, 1874, with John 
Wilson's San Francisco circus. He 
made three trials, over five horses, in 
two of which he landed on his back. 
His third attempt was more success- 
ful, as he landed on his feet. The next 
time he tried was at St. Louis in 1876, 
with Howe's London circus. Bob Elling- 
ham was the ringmaster, and he made 
ihe announcement to the audience. This 
time he landed on a bed In a sitting 
Oggi He did it again at Eau Claire, 
851, with Adam fForepaugh’s show: 
also, a few days afterward, at -La 
Crosse, and on both occasions at the 
afternoon show, 8. S. Smith making 
the announcement. On this occasion 
all the members of the company made 
affidavit to the fact. The last time 
that he accomplished the feat was at 
New Haven in 1884, with the Forepaugh 
show, in the presence of the Mayor of 
the city and many newspaper corre- 
spondents. James Meiville, the Austra- 
lian bareback rider, made the an- 
nouncement. On this occasion he had 
a performer run down the board and 
turn Si.igie somersault. then another 
performer to turn 4 double somersault, 
efter which Worland ran down the 
oeard he threw a triple somersault, 
‘anding on a bed on his feet, as straight

Davis, agent for Forepaugh. saw him 
do the feat. 

It has been seriously doubted that a 
triple somersault was ever accomplished 
before a circus audience after due an- 
nouncement, and under the same condi- 
tions as double somersaults are per- 
formed. It requires a performer who 
has a great command of a doable, 
which Mr. Worland had in a better de- 
gree than most performers had over a 
single. For years he had nething but 
a double, and would not attempt a sin- 
gle, so that when he attempted a triple 
he did not run as great risk as others 
who attempted the feat.

‘Highest Magnitude.

VALIOITY OF DIVORCES. 


CALIFORNIA HARDING CASE. 
‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, May 1,—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] An important decision upon 
the validity of divorces was handed 
down by the Supreme Court today in 
the case of Adelaide M. Harding 
against George F. Harding, formerly a 
Well-known resident of Lilinois. In 1897, 
the courte of that State granted a: di- 
vorce to the couple and awarded Mrs. 
Harding $6400 a year alimony. After- 
ward. Harding went to California and 
began a new s#uilt on the ground of de- 
eertion. The “ounty Court gave judg- 
mént for Harding, without alimony for 
the wife, and the California Supreme 
Court affirmed that judgment, on the 
that Harding's statement in the 

liinote suit made it a consent decree, 
an@ for that reason not conclusive 

the courts of the former State. 

Mrs. Harding brought the case to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
alleging that the California courts had 
met @iven to the decree of the Illinois 
courts the due faith and credit pre- 
scribed by the Constitution. 

In reversing the judgment of the Cal- 
ifernia courts, the Supreme Court today 
hei4 that the Illinois decree was not a 
consent decree, but even if it were, the 
California court would not be justified 
in tirtiating it aside. Besides, the de- 
cision of the Illinois court, in legal 
effect eatablished a separation of the 
pair then existing. conclusively oper- 
eted to prevent the same separation 
from constituting a willful desertion 
by the wife. 

The Hardings reside in Chicago, and 
have been prominent because of Hard- 
ings wealth. A divorce was granted to 
Mra. Harding by the Circuit Court of 
Cook County, Illinois, in 1897, and she 
was awarded alimony of $6400 annually. 
Im 1901, Harding was given a decree by 


‘the Circuit Court of San Diego Coun- 


ty. California, and the Supreme Court 
of the State affirmed the decision. Mrs. 
Marding brought the cage to the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court on the ground that 
the California courts had not given 
due faith and credit to the decree of 
the filinois court, as required by the 
Constitution, and today’s decision up- 
held that contention. 

“We are of the opinion,” said Justice

White, “that the final decree entered

CAN SAVE PUBLIC MONEY. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRBESS—P.M.} 
WASHINGTON, May 15.—This im- 
portant decision was reached with some 
relrctance, because it was appreciated 
by Secretary Taft and the Executive 
Committee that there would surely be 


in this country, the producers of ma- 
terial and the ship owners, if the pur- 
cheeses were not limited to the Amer- 
icaii products. But it was decided that 
the money considerations are so great 
that it could be ignored, for it was held 
that in some cases fully 50 per cent. 
more would be charged for material 
needed in canal construction than the 
same goods could be procured for in 
Europe. 

Chief Engineer Wallace, for instance, 
shewed that two ships, in addition to 
the ones running between New York 
and Colon and owned by the Panama 
Railroad Company, were absolutely 
necessary to carry the food supply and 
material needed for the work. No 
American ship could be bought at any 
right price, and when it came to build- 
ing such ships, it was found, according 
to Secretary Taft's statement, that 
while he can buy two 2600-ton ships in 
Europe for $750,000, it would cost $1.- 
400.000 to build such ships here. And in 
adcition, while the European. ships 
could be had at once. it would take at 
least eighteen months to secure Amer- 
icat, boats. 

As to material needed for canal con- 
struction, the committee decided that. 
by reserving to itself the right to pur- 
chase in the world's markets, it would 
at least oblige American manufactur- 
ers-to give them the benefit of their 
foreign prices, if they wish to sell 
goods to the commission. 

Secretary Taft explained today that 
he felt obliged to indorse this decision 
because, having given Congress every 
opportunity to give a contrary decision, 
he felt that the very terms of the cana! 
act provided that it should be con- 
structed at the lowest possible cost. 


BOWEN VS. LOOMIS. 
FORMAL TRIAL IS ON.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The formal 
trial of the issues between Acting ‘Sec- 
retary Loomis and Minister Bowen be- 
gan today, when Mr. Bowen presented 
himself at the White House.

Agcordingly, Sunday 
morning, Loomis walfed upon Secre- 
tary Taft and submitted his answer, 
with accompanying decuments bearing 
upon the case. Secretary Taft went 
over these with care, and then told the 
President of their contents. It was 
then agreed that Secretary Taft should 
undertake to arrange the matter for 
presentation to the President. 
Se, when Minister Bowen called upon 
Secretary Taft today, the latter turned 
over to him Loomis'’s answer to the 
charges, and Loomis’s counter-charges 
against Minister Bowen, tc the effect 
that he had instigated the circulation 
of unfounded reporis agzinst his su- 
perior officer, involving malfeasance in 
office. The Secretary advised Bowen to 
prepare at once his answer. Bowen re- 
turned at once to his hotel, and began 
his task.
